(a)  MILK  SUPPLY: 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  there  are  648  Registered 
Producers  in  the  area, 

48  visits  were  made.  2  new  byres  were  erected  and  4 
reconstructed.  Contraventions  wore  remedied  in  24  byres  and 
7  milk  houses.
